The free peoples 
who shall win this war for democracy must 
remain united in heart and in spirit, and 
they must gather new peoples withid the 
fold. Yea, even Germans must be gath- 
ered into that fold. They will come when 
the brutal clutch of Prussianiem is freed 
from their throats. 

Then shall men be as brothers across 
the borders of all lands. Treaties will be 
kept, because hatred and suspicion of one 
people by another will be dead.

Pruesia or Russia or Turkey or any oth- 
er nation may maintain or set up anew 
whatever form of government they mar 
choose. They may submit to autocracy in 
its most hideous forms if they so desire. 

But they must stay within their own 
Imes. Thby must not cross their borders 
to make war, in any form, on democracies. 

For, henceforth, the democracies of the 
world shall be as one democracy. The free 
peoples love the sun and they shall stand 
In ite warmth.
